WHAT DOES BORDEN THINK OF THIS? 


(Montrea) Star, Conservative.) 


“It ie useless for Mr. Borden to go abead with his denunciations of 
‘graft’ and ignore the charges that are made against his lieutenants, The 
Toronto Globe has been digging in the evidence given before the insurance 
commission with a view—apparently—to getting some material with which 
to reply to Pramier Roblin. Roblin has been talking Crow's Nest Pass; and 
80 the Globe retorts by talking Swan River. The Swan River story, aa the 
Globe reminds us, was about the purchase from the. Camadian Northern 
railway of some ten thousand aeres of land in the Swan River country for 
Premier Roblin and another by a Winnipeg lawyer. Subsequetly Mr. Roblin 
bought out the other man and was the sale awner. But these landa were 
purchased by and held in the naine of the Winnipeg lawyer, Mr. H. W 
Whitla, Mr. Rablin apparently did not want to appear in the matter at all; 
and this is not surprising when it is remembered how constantly the Can- 
adian Northern people were before Mr. Roblin's government and legislature 
for favors, 

“But there ia another part of the story whieh should be of even more 
interest to Mr. Borden than the secret negotiations of Premier Roblin--though 
that gentleman was recently his ally on the platform and did not hesitate 
to use language before a Brockville audience which must have largely nen- 
tralized any effect his previous utterances had had. This other part of the 
story introduces the figure of Mr. Foster, The Globe telle us that in 1903 
these lands were sold to the Union Trust company at $5.25 an acre-—Premicr 
Roblin had paid $3.10 an acrs—and that Mr. Foster received a personal com- 
mission of twenty-five cents an acre for making the purchase. It further 
adds that the records show that a cheque of the Union Trust company was 
paid shortly after to Hon, George E.Foster for $2,480 which would be exactly 
twenty-five cente an acre ior the amount of land purchased, So here we 
have the manager of the Trust company, which purchased the land, accept- 
ing a commission to make the purchase. 

“Now what does Mr. Borden think of that transaction? The manager of 
a Trust company should surely think only of the interests of his company, 
and of the safety of the “truet funds” which it handles, when he negotiates 
a purchase on its behalf. He is bound to get the best bargain he can for the 
men who trust. him, and who pay him presuma>ly an adequate salary to look 
after their business. In this case, he was really acting for the Foresters 
end the funds he was investing were largely maneys upon which the wivea 
and children of the Foresters were depending for their security from want 
if their natural protector should be taken from them. 

“Yet Mr. Foster is accused of taking a personal commiasion of $2,430 for 
investing these ‘trust funds’ in a particular place. Now how did Mr. Voster 
earn that commission? Why was it paid him? If he would have selected 
these western lands as the best possible place for the investment of his 
‘trust funds’ in any event, who was foo! enough to give him $2,480 for doing 
what he would have done in any case? And if he would not have invested 
these funds there otherwise, but was induced to do so by an offer of a per- 
sonal commission, how does Mr. Borden regard this treatment of a sacred 
trust? These are the questions for Mr. Borden to consider, for the impres- 
sion exists that, in the event of his winning the elections, he proposes to 
make Mr. Foster Finance Minister of the Dominion of Canada. 

“As finance minister, Mr. Famer would ocoupy a position of trust of far 
greater importance than he held as manager of the Union Trust company. 
Now Mr. Foster argues that his conduct in the latter position was entirely 
proper. He has nat told us that he erred when he accepted these commis- 
¢ions, and when he profited personally by the speculative investment of hia 
‘trust funds’ in the Fowler-Lefurgey enterprise. It is not only legitimate 
therefore but no more than prudent to inquire whether he intends to apply 
these same princioles to the handling of the Dominion finances. Will he 
take a personal commission for floating a federal loan, for example If he 
will not, why will he refrain from doing what he did in this other case; and 
far which he hag not asked publie forgiveness?”

Owing to the condition of the 
roads many of the coal teamsters re- 
tuse to work their horses, saying that 
they will be money in pocket by keep- 
ing them in the «table. There are 
only about half the regular teame 
tvailable to deliver about double the 
regular number of orders, The con- 
sequence that some will have to 
wait.

NINE APPEAL CASES 


Judgments Handed Out by Supreme 
Court, En Banc, in Number of Im- 
portant Appeal Cases None of Which 
Were Allowed—Decisions Were Un- 
animous. 


Litigants in the Supreme Court of 
Alberta are beginning to find out that 
it is expensive to appeal cases to the 
Supreme Court en banc. This morn- 
ing the full court handed out judg- 
ments in nine appeal cases that were 
argued before them recently, and in 
every instance the appeal was dis- 
missed, the appelants to pay the costs 
of the appeal. Remarkable unani- 
tity was displayed in these decisions, 
the judges coneurring in every deci- 
sion and unanimously dismissing the 
appeal.

Mr. Justice Harvey gave judgment in 
favor of the plaintiff for $265 damages. 
Payzant applied to the city to pay his 
costs, as he was at that time in” the 
city’s service, The city refused, +o 
Payzant appealed from the decision of 
Mr. Justice Harvey. The appeal was 
dismissed with ests Mr, Justice 
Stuart, who gave judgment, held that 
the defendant, Payzant, must have 
given way to pe orsonal passion and 
struck the plaintiff without provoca- 
ang His decision was concurred jn 
by the other judges. C A. Grant ap- 
peared for Payzant and H. H. Robert- 
son for Hehsdoerfer. 
Calgary Engineer Case, 

In the case of Speakman vs. the 
City of Calgary. Ahe defendant cor- 
poration appealed against the decision 
of Mr. Justice Stuart, given on August 
ard, awarding the plaintiff, R. 1} 
Speakman, former city engineer, 
$1,041.65, or five months’ salary for 
dismissal without sufficient notice by 
the city, R. B. Bennett appeared for 
the defendants and appellants and P, 
J. Nolan for the plaintiff and respon- 
dent. Mr. Justice Beck, who gave 
judgment, held that no notice of dis- 
missal short of six months would ne 
reasonable notice of dismissal in the 

ease of a man holding the position ot 
city engineer of a city such as Cal 
gary He quoted freely from — the 

Calgary city charter and expressed the 
opinion that the engagement of Speak 


man was valid, even although there 
was no by-law -or actual contract ‘to 
hind it. He considered the city en- 


gineer as an employee rather than «0 
officer of the city His decision dis 
missing the appeal was coneurred in 
by the other judges. 

The C.N.R. Case. 


In the case of Swan vs. the C.N.R., 
the ¢ anadian Northern entered an 
appeal a the decision of Mr, 
Justice Stuart on June 20th in the 


ease of Aline Swan and Charles Swan, 
who brought an action for damages 
for injury to the former while board- 
ing a C.N.R. at Lloydminster on Oc- 
tober g&th, 1997. Judgment had been 
given for the plaintiffs for $1,310.50. 
on the ground that the platform was 
insufficiently lighted, Mr. Justice 


Harvey, who gave judgment in che 
case, held that the defendant com- 
pany were entitled to make reason- 


able provision for the protection of 
the public by properly lighting the 
station platform, which they had not 
done. He accordingly dismissed the 
appeal, the other judges concurring. 
O. M. Biggar appeared for the C.N.R. 
and C. F. Newell for Mrs. Swan. 


Case From Battenburg. 


The plaintiff, John McLean, enter- 
ed an appeal to the Supreme Court en 
bane against the decision of Judge 
Taylor, of the District Court, in the 
case of J. McLean vs. Rudd. | The 
plaintiff, who resides at Battenburz, 
brought an action against H. E. Rudd 
for $100 damages and costs for a 
horse which was injured on the wire 
fence of the defendant, which neces- 
sitated the animal being killed. The 
defendant stated that the horse was 


running at large and was killed by 
accident and that his fence was not 
contrary to law. He stated that the 
horse was not worth more than $25 
anyway. 

The case was tried before. His 


Honor Judge H. C. Taylor, at the Dis- 
trict Court on May 14th, and the ac- 
tion dismissed with costs on the 
grounds that the horse was trespass- 
ing on the defendant's property. Mr. 
Justice Stuart, in giving judgment, 
stated that he would dismiss the ap- 
peal, not on the ground that ea horse 
was trespassing, but because he did 
not think the barbed wire fence ‘n 
uestion was unlawful or unusually 
angerous. Barbed wire fences were 
in general use in this country, and 
he thought the owners of cattle who

Scott, the plaintiffs claimed that they 
“old the defendant a registered Ciydes- 
dale stallion, “Stockton Hero” on June 
Mth for $2,000 for which the defendant 
gave his promissory note for three 
months fer $100 with interest at 6 per 
cent. He also gave three lien notes of 
$500 each, due on March Ist, 1908, 1909 
and 1910 respectively and a lien note for 
$400 dae March Ist, 1911, all notes bear 
ing interest at 6 per cent. They alleged 
that he agreed and undertood to execute 
# mertgage on some property of his in 
Stratheona es collateral security, to se- 
cure the payments of the notes. 

The plaintiffs claimed that after the 
delivery of the stallion the defendant re- 
fused to execute a mortgage on his pro 
perty as agreed. Acecrdingly the plain- 
tiffs on July th notified the defendant 


that they deemed the notes insecure 
and they declared them due and pay 
able, 

On the same day they took re posses- 
sion of the stallion and on July Sist 
sold him by public auction at Elliott 
Bros.’ livery barn, Strathcona, to a man 
named Schaffer for $425, which was the 
highest bid. They then brought action 


agoinst the defendant claiming $1,598.55, 
being the haiance of the $1,900 still un- 
paid. The yvalso asked for an execution 
of the mortgage upon the defendant's 
property as agreed, 

The defendant admitted signing cer- 
tain notes to the order of the plaintiff 
but claimed that he did so through the 
fraud and misrepresentation of the 
plaintiffs. He had refused to give fur- 
ther security and claimed that the stal 
lion was not pure bred as represented, 

The action was brought up for trial 
hefore Mr, Justice Stuart on July Sixt, 
1908, and was dismissed with costs, the 
judge holding that the auction sale of 
the stallion by the plaintiffs was imipro- 
perly carried out and that the animal 
according te the plaintiff's own state- 
ment ,was worth more than $425, 

Mr, Justice Harvey dismissed the ap 
peal on the ground that there was no 
evidence that the notes given by the de- 
fendant were insecure and that they 
were not therefore, entitled to declare 
them due and payable. h'Te other judges 
concurred in this decision, A. T. Mode 
appeared for Vanstone and Rogers, and 
J. R. Lavell for Scott, 

The case of Dobson & Marwood vs, 
Hill and Hill vs. Barwis and de Bernis 
was an appeal from the decision of 
Mr, Justice Stuart, who refased to ex- 
tend the time for a notice of appeal. Mr. 
Justi¢e Harvey, who gave judgment, 
held that as there was no important 
principle of law involved and no very 
great amount, Mr. Justice Stuart was 
perfectly within his rights in refusing 
an extension of time for notice of appeal. 
The other judges concurred in this opin- 
ion, 

In the case of Austin Tangen vs. J. FE. 
Vanderberg & Kennedy, Davidson and 
Hodson an appeal was made from the 
order of His Honor Judge Taylor of the 
District Court refusing an application 
by the defendant Vanderburg for direc- 
tions under third party proceedings. The 
plaintiff had sued the defendant alleg- 
ing that the Mefendant had unlawfully 
detained a horse belonging to thie plain- 
tiff, Mr. Justice Stuart held that no 
notice of the appeal had been served on 
Hodson and that as the horse was pur- 
chased at a baliff’s sale the defendant 
was vot entitled to indemnity, He aec- 
cordingly disinissed the appeal the other 
judges concurring, 

Threshing Company Case. 

In the case of the Northwest Thresh- 
ing Co, vs, Chas, A. Andrewa, Mr. Jus 
tice Seott had dismissed the action on 
July 27th, 1906! On August Ist, on the 
application of the plaintiffs, Mr. Justice 
Stuart had made an order staying pro- 
ceedings. On Sept, 2th Mr. Justice 
Stuart made an order extending the time 
for giving security until Oct. 5th, From 
this order the defendants appealed.

The application for the reinstatement 
of Joseph Hicks as a barrister and so- 
licitor in Alberta was adjournt® until 
the sittings of the full court in €oal- 
gary to allow both the Law Society and 
the applicant to file «uch material as 
they wished in connection with the case,

en bane at Edmonton will be delivered 
on Thursday morning at 11 o'clock.
